Child Labor Not 


The Cure-All for |Unethic 
Boys’ Delinquency 


John R, Dille, Western Re- 
gional Director of the U.S. De- 
partment of Labor's Wage, 
Hour and Public Contracts Di- 
visions, has hit back at critics 
of the child labor provisions of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act 

There has been a good deal 
of criticism recently, especially 
in the Seattle, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco areas, of the 
Federal child labor law. Cri- 
tics charge that the law is too 
complicated, prevents teenag- 
ers from acquiring gainful em- 
ployment and contributes to 
juvenile delinquency. 


Dille at his office in San 
Francisco said flatly that the 
law does not prohibit teenagers 
from gaining suitable employ- 
ment. “In the first place,” the 
regional director said, “the law 
pertains only to interstate 
commerce or the production of 
goods for commerce.” Children 
16 and over who are covered by 
the law may be employed at 
any job not declared hazardous 
by the Secretary of Labor. At 
the present time there are 12 
hazardous occupations orders 
in effect, for which the mini- 
mum age is 18. 

Dille pointed to the following 
cases as “just a few” examples 
of what happens when the na- 
tion’s child labor laws are vio- 
lated: 

1—The 16-year-old carpen- 
ter who was smashed to death 
when the truck he was driving 
crashed into a train. 

2—The 16-year-old laundry 
helper who died from shock 
when his arm was caught in an 
extractor and torn off at the 
shoulder. 

3—The 17 year-old boy in a 
meat packing plant who lost 
one of his hands while feeding 
fat into a machine. 

4—The hundreds of 5 to 16- 
year-old farm workers who are 
almost incurably retarded be- 
cause they have never had the| 
opportunity to attend school. 

“There must be a better way 
of curing juvenile delinquency,” 
Dille said, “than doing away 
with laws which protect chil- 
dren against conditions such 
as these.”

For example, waitresses who 
had been getting $1 an hour 
now get 60 cents; car cleaners 
who had been getting $1.23 an 
hour now get $1; short order 
cooks who had been getting 
$1.37 now get 70 cents. 

When the private contractor 
takes over, the government 
railway gives notice of dismis- 
sal to the people affected, and 
then if they're lucky they’re 
hired back by the contractor at 
reduced pay. 

One member of the Canadian 
House of Commons protested, 
but the Labor Minister said he’d 
received no complaint from the 
employees involved. 

The Transport Minister said 
calmly: “I think the manage- 
ment should remain free to do 
what it considers to be good 
management of the railway 
system.”
